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Dear RTB, 

Congratulations on another excellent issue. We were especially glad to see the 
piece on the International Solidarity Movement and their work in occupied 
Palestine and also the interview with Israeli band Nikmat Olalim. With the wealth 
of misinformation and totally inaccurate myths which so often abound in the 
mainstream media when this issue is raised it was a breath of fresh air to read 
pieces that told it how it is and were written by people who actually know what 
they are talking about in regards to this subject. We can’t help wondering however 
what the reaction to this will be amongst some of your German readers. At a time 
when we are seving increased Israeli repression against the indigenous population 
(be they the Bedouin of the Negev desert or the inhabitants of the West Bank and 
Gaza), the expansion of the illegal settlements in direct defiance of international 
law and all peace proposals, the seizing of yet more Palestinian land with the 
construction of the apartheid wall and the enacting of sickeningly racist legislation 
by the Knesset like the restrictions on Israeli citizens and Palestinians from the 
occupied territories from marrying, it may come as a surprise to some readers from 
other countries that a significant proportion of the politically active German punks, 
far from supporting the rights of the indigenous people against a brutal and racist 
military occupation or working with the Israeli peace activists and courageous 
soldiers and pilots who refuse to take part in the immoral and criminal actions of 
the Israeli Occupation Force, actually call for “Solidarity with Israel” and go to 
great pains to defend the policies of the Sharon government and the Israeli 
military out of some twisted, misguided idea that they are part of some romantic 
struggle against fascism. Obviously no one can forget the horror of what took place 
during the Third Reich as the Nazis’ sick racist ideology saw the wholesale mass 
murder of more than six million Jews in the Shoa or Holocaust, the attempted 
wiping out of the Romany traveller population of Europe and the slaughter and 
deliberate starving and working to death of tens of millions of Russian and other 
Slavic “untermenschen”’ that the nazis also saw as “racially inferior”. This must 
never, ever be allowed to happen again and it is very encouraging to see that so 
many of the German youth are so determined to stop the far right in their country 
from spreading their poison and building their neo-nazi organisations. Plenty of 
these fascists of course are only too happy to play on the actions of the Israeli 
Occupation Force in Palestine as a way of stirring up anti-Jewish feeling in a 
totally cynical way as they obviously don’t give a fuck about the Palestinians 
themselves who they would probably class as “dirty arabs”. It is quite right that 
these scumbags (like many of the German rightwing politicians in parliament) are 
opposed every step of the way but it doesn’t mean that anyone who criticises the 
Israeli occupation is a crazed anti-semite as so many of the German left seem to 
believe. Indeed they go one step further and claim that the Palestinians are all in 
fact fascists motivated only by mindless hate for the Jews. One Berlin “anarchist” 
mag “Interim” that we saw, for example, used the phrase “Palestinian fascists” 
every single time the word “Palestinian” was mentioned as if the two automatically 
go together - totally ridiculous -especially when one thinks of Palestinian groups 
like George Habash’s far left PFLP with their policy of “All power to the Workers 
and Peasants”. Sadly a lot of the German left though don’t let little things like facts 
get in the way and condemn any criticism of Israel as bordering on Nazism. This is 
the same kind of twisted logic that sees some of these characters now actually 
supporting the USA of George Bush with the reasoning that since the US supports 
Israel it means that if you are against the US you must be some kind of anti-semitic 
neo-nazi - one German antifa website even went so far as to discourage folk from 
going on anti-war demos against the US militaristic policies on the grounds that 
those who would go on these demos would be old nazis who “could not forgive the 
US for being responsible for destroying the Third Reich”!! That is one of the 
stupidest arguments we have heard in along time and it is maybe hardly surprising 
that their understanding of current affairs is so upside down when this nonsense 
clearly shows they have no grasp of history either - we think you'll find that it 
wasn’t the US who were responsible for the end of the nazis but the Soviet Union 
and its sacrifice of 30 million dead in WWII that bled the nazis white and led to the 
ultimate defeat of their sick ideology. We were brought face to face with this 
warped reasoning on a trip to Germany last year and it is this experience that we 
would now like to share with your readers in response to some of the criticism that 
has been levelled at us in Germany and on the web as a result. We were on tour in 
the south of Germany and were to play at an autonomous youth centre in Freiburg 
called KTS. On arriving we decided to have a wander around the building and 
came across a bundle of big card placards for some demo or march that were full 
of slogans like “Solidarity with Israel” and “Death to the fascho-islamic 
Palestinians” etc. At first we thought it was some kind of sick joke as we could 
hardly believe our eyes especially with one placard that said simply “Fuck the 
Palestinians”. It soon became obvious that it was no joke however as we noticed 
stickers around the centre with slogans like “Antifa means Solidarity with Israel” 
and the sickening “Cool kids don’t wear the keffiyeh” - we wonder what genius 
came up with that wonderful “antifascist” slogan - just imagine that in another 
form as “cool kids don’t wear turbans” let alone “cool kids don’t wear skullcaps” - 
fuckin sick racist shit. We were shocked and horrified and as a result decided to 
speak out on stage about this when we played. When we went on then we spoke 
out at length about Sharon and the occupation, Israeli treatment of politicial 
prisoners like Mordechai Vanunu who blew the whistle on Israel’s programme of 
nuclear weaponry and about our belief that legitimate criticism of Israel was in no 
way some kind of anti-semitism and that claiming that was was was just a 
technique used to silence those who wanted real justice in the middle east. To 
symbolise this we also burnt one of the “Solidarity with Israel” placards. A lot of 
people agreed with us but at the end of the gig we were surrounded by a crowd of 
outraged young men seemingly convinced that we were all crazed Jew-baiters. 
They ignored the fact that we had played numerous songs urging physical 
confrontation of fascists and that as well as explaining this on stage in German we 
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had also made mention of the courageous Jewish uprising in the Warsaw Ghetto 
and praised this as an example to us all. No, they said, we should have dedicated 
“They Shoot Children, Don’t They?” not to Sharon and the IOF but to the parents 
of the Palestinian children who were killed as it was them who were responsible as 
they “happily sent their children out to die as martyrs” - you can read this nonsense 
on the net if you don’t believe people could be so moronic but then it was 
interesting too that not one of these folk had children themselves or had known 
what it is like to carry a child for nine months and spend years bringing them up - 
if they had they maybe wouldn’t have been so fast to claim that their parents send 
them out to die. Indeed many of these kids don’t even have any parents to keep 
them off the street as the heroic IOF has already killed or deported them. The 
twisted logic got better though - why, they asked, if we were even handed, had we 
not burnt a Saudi flag - when we replied that we didn’t see the point ( everyone 
there we credit with enough intelligence to see that the Saudi regime is full of shit 
although we’d have nothing against torching one of their flags if we could get one) 
we were told that this meant we must support Islamic Sharia law - we kid you not. 
This again is on the net under some article these fuckwits wrote entitled something 
like “A nice evening of punk rock mixed with hatred for the Jews” which, amongst 
other things, likened the atmosphere at our gig to a “pogrom” and accused us of 
spewing “anti-semitic filth” as well as wanting the “destruction of the Jewish 
race”. Thankfully most people who know us know that we have a long record of 
putting our money where our mouth is when it comes to anti-fascist action and 
opposing nazism and racism in all its forms and would treat this with the contempt 
it deserves - and if these arseholes in KTS had bothered to read any of our lyrics( 
like those to “Bash The Fash” available on the net) they would be left in no doubt 
about our attitude to anti-semitism. If they had also bothered to do some research 
they might have found out that we were involved in fundraising for Israeli 
autonomous centres and have toured and recorded on numerous occasions with 
different Jewish musicians - but this might all spoil their little fantasy of standing 
up to the “evil anti-semites”. Get a grip folks - take off your rose-tinted spectacles 
when it comes to looking at Israel, work with those on both sides of the conflict 
who are striving for peace and justice, if you want to fight anti-semitism there are 
plenty of real targets in Germany like your neo-nazi parties instead of fucking 
around with silly nonsense like this against people who are actually out fighting 
the real fascists themselves - and think yourselves fucking lucky that we don’t 
believe in the legal system or we’d have sued your fuckin arses off for the 
libellious shite you’ve spread worldwide on the web. Next, make the effort to 
actually do some research about what it is you are talking about as there seems to 
be a disturbing amount of ignorance on this subject in Germany. Some of it is 
deliberately fostered like the aforementioned “Interim”’s list for the readers of the 
middle east wars which conveniently missed out Israel’s invasions of Lebanon in 
1982 and Egypt during the Suez war. A little bit of knowledge of the real facts 
might also go some way to seeing an end to offensive nonsense like the Antifa 
website that described Israeli torture, house demolitions of innocent people, 
collective punishment and extra-judicial murder as “justified security measures” 
and defended a bloodthirsty corrupt murderer like Sharon. Interestingly enough the 
folk in Freiburg also had a go at us for calling Sharon a war criminal, saying that 
we must have read that in some German tabloid newspaper. Actually we took that 
from the Israeli report that found him responsible for the deaths of the Palestinian 
refugees in the Sabra and Shatila refugee camps in Lebanon and led to him having 
to resign his post. His bloody history goes back longer than that though. In 1953 
Sharon personally led a raid on the Jordanian village of Qibya that left 69 people 
dead ( more than 40 of whom were women and children), in February 1955 after 
an Israeli cyclist was killed he led another raid on the Egyptian positions in Gaza 
that killed 39 people ( the disproportionate nature of this response played a large 
part in fuelling Nasser’s distrust of the Israelis and led in part to the path to war in 
the future), then in 1982 after the wounding of an Israeli diplomat in London, 
Sharon launched the invasion of Lebanon in retaliation - thousands died and many 
thousands more were maimed and injured as the Israelis laid siege to Beirut using 
naplam and other chemical weapons like phosphorous bombs in their attack. 
Incredibly though, many of these folk we met in Germany tried to tell us that Israel 
only wanted peace and talked to us of how “the arabs invaded Israel three 
times’’(!!) - er, no, not quite - try that the other way around - in1956 Israel invaded 
Egypt backed by Britain and France, in 1967 Israel invaded Egypt, Syria and the 
West Bank and Gaza (leading to the 1973 war too as Egypt tried to get back the 
territory it lost) and in 1982 Israel invaded Lebanon. All this is to say nothing of 
the 1954 terrorist bombing campaign by Israeli agents in Egypt when they set off a 
whole series of bomb attacks against British and US targets like libraries and 
cinemas etc in an attempt to drive a wedge between Egypt and the west. No 
wonder so many Arabs are suspicious of Israel. This isn’t mindless anti-semitism - 
it is the product of bitter experience. Yet these folk try to claim to us that the 
trouble in the region is all the product of irrational Arab hatred of the Jews. There 
were certainly incidents of Arab violence agairist the Jews like the bloodshed 
stirred up by the British in Iraq as their typical “divide and rule” policy was played 
out but on the whole Jews and Arabs had coexisted side by side for centuries in the 
region until mass Jewish immigration began and'it became obvious that the zionist 
aim was to take over Palestine and force out the indigenous population. Even 
recently we saw the Iraqi neighbours of the Jewish community in Baghdad 
protecting the Jewish community’s buildings from looters and the initial failure of 
Sharon’s plan to relocate the Iraqi Jews to Israel as many of them simply didn’t 
want to go. This brings to mind the Israeli bombing campaign against Jewish 
targets in Iraq in the 1950s in an attempt to increase immigration to Israel - yes, 
you read that right -check this stuff out. None of the people we spoke to in 
Germany seemed to know anything about that though and we were shocked by the 
staggering ignorance of almost all of those who held some of the most opinionated 
views on this subject. No one seemed to know about Israeli use of biological 
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warfare against Arab villages as far back as the 1940s, about the Israeli gas attacks 
on Khan Younis refugee camp, about the Israeli attempts to develop a biological 
weapon that would only affect Arabs ( brought to light in 1998 and described by 
Israeli Knesset member Dedi Zucker as “monstrous”), about Israeli destruction 
with chemical defoliants of the harvest of the indigenous Bedouin of the Negev 
desert as the Sharon government attempts to “transfer” them out of the area, about 
the massacre of Palestinians by right-wing settler Baruch Goldstein, about the 
Amsterdam El Al plane crash that resulted in the fatal release of chemicals being 
used in Israel’s chemical weapons program, about the bomb attacks on Palestinian 
schools by Israeli settlers etc etc - all this information is documented and out there. 
If you are going to open your mouth about something like this do some fuckin 
research first. But then again there are none as blind as those who will not see and 
this wouldn’t quite fit in with their romantic anti-fascist fantasy. How many of 
these folk actually know any Palestinians or Israelis anyway or have actually been 
there to see for themselves? ( And yes, some of our band have been to Israel). It is 
very fuckin easy for some kid in south west Germany to spout off about how evil 
the Palestinians are and how the Israelis only want peace etc and how the 
Palestinians shouldn’t have the right to return to their homes that they lost in the 
Nagba (the Catastrophe) of 1948 but it would be a bit fuckin different if it was 
YOU who had to live in the stinking refugee camp with open sewers, starvation 
rations, no prospect of a job or a future or the possibility to move away and facing 
daily humiliation from foreign soldiers who had killed and maimed members of 
your family - how would you fuckin like it? What would you do? You know what, 
no one would answer that question apart from a couple of folk who tried to say that 
the problems of the Palestinians were all due to Islam! Yeah, right! You know 
, something else, if any of you folk who come out with stuff like that actually 
bothered to get in touch with some Israeli punks you would find that they don’t 
share your ideas. Yeah, the people who actually live there know better than you - 
and you want to know what they think? Check the website of Israeli band Dir 
Yassin for example in particular this bit 
http://www.angelfire.com/il/deiryassin/ethnic_clensing.html They are by no means 
alone in their views and it is also interesting that while our friends 
KANSALAISTOTTELEMATTOMUUS from Finland took shit while on tour in 
Germany for the 7” which had a song about the Israeli occupation and featured a 
cover showing a photo of a young Arab boy who has pissed his trousers with fear 
being dragged away by Israeli soldiers, they got really positive feedback from folk 
in Israel itself as loads of folk liked it and were glad that someone was finally 
speaking out about what was going on in their name. Something else we should 
maybe mention here is folk giving us grief for calling for a boycott of Israel which 
they say means we want the destruction of the country. What we want is an END 
to the destruction ( we would not go along with the band who have that song “Burn 
Israel Burn” for instance - we think we have all seen quite enough burning in the 
middle east) and we see a boycott as a way of pressuring Israel and making the 
illegal settlement of Palestinian land more difficult. As long as these illegal 
settlements are able to get much needed financial income from goods that they 
export with the connivance of the Israeli government stamped “Produce of Israel” 
the boycott must continue. That is our response to the occupation - we do not of 
course support bomb attacks on restaurants or the like which are not only horrific 
but also play right into the hands of Sharon by giving him an excuse to continue 
his clampdown on the Palestinians and the wholesale destruction of their society in 
his attempts to drive them out and create a “Greater Israel”. Our call is for 
solidarity with the Israeli peace activists, political prisoners like Mordechai Vanunu 
and the refuseniks. What we did say, however, was that something was seriously 
wrong in the state of Israel when the Israeli daily “Ha’ aretz” quoted an Israeli army 
officer as saying that the Israeli army could and should learn from and adopt the 
tactics employed by the nazis in taking over the Warsaw ghetto when taking over 
densely populated palestinian areas like the Nablus casbah or Jenin refugee camp. 
Our critics in Freiburg didn’t seem to have a problem with the Israeli adoption of 
nazi tactics or indeed with Ha’aretz reporting of this - they just got outraged at us 
mentioning it. It is always the same; mention Israeli torture and the torture isn’t the 
problem - it’s you for being “anti-semitic”, mention their collective punishment of 
civilians and that isn’t the problem - it’s you for being “‘anti-semitic” - a very 
convenient way to silence legitimate criticism. It becomes a bit more difficult 
though when the critics themselves are some of the millions of Jewish people 
worldwide who are opposed to Israeli policy and who are seeing the undeniable 
drift to the right in Israeli politics. As one Jewish commentator recently put it “My 
parents were murdered by jackbooted Germans and now they are commemorated 
by jackbooted Israelis”. The DIR YASSIN website does go as far as to compare 
some Israeli actions to those of nazis but we think that is a word one has to be 
careful about throwing around. Ok, the Israeli “democracy” is walling the 
Palestinians up in their own cramped ghettos and slowly starving them, giving 
them different ID papers, rounding them up for detention without trial and writing 
> numbers on their skin but they aren’t actually gassing them to death. Personally we 
would make the parallel with Apartheid South Africa, long time ally of Israel - 
different laws for different races, bantustan “homelands”, “at least a halfway 
democratic multi-party system in the midst of a war against evil terrorists” etc. etc. 
Basically we could go on about the Israeli bombing of residential flats from the air 
to target one suspect guy and leaving over 100 maimed and injured not to mention 
more than a dozen dead, the uprooting of hundred year old olive groves, the court- 
martialling of the Israeli intelligence officer who refused to target civilians, the 
murder of journalists, ambulance personnel and even UN workers, the deliberate 
killings of peace activists, the bulldozing of homes and shops, the constant 
humiliation of the occupation, the forcing of arrested Palestinians to chose their 
own torture etc etc - you might be happy to call for solidarity with that - we, on the 
other hand, find it as repugnant as a Hamas bomb attack on innocent Israeli 
civilians. Yes, Germans have a special responsibility because of what happened 
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under the Nazis but that responsibility is not to legitimise anything Israel does no 
matter how brutal or indefensible - it is the responsibility to never again turn a 
blind eye while racist rightwing militaristic ideologies are oppressing weaker 
groups. Yes, solidarity with Jewish people against anti-semitism but solidarity with 
the Israel of Sharon and his government of ethnic-cleansers?? Please don’t turn a 
blind eye to what they are doing because the one thing that characterised 
everything our German critics said was a complete disregard for the rights and 
situation of the indigenous Palestinian people - indeed many folk even tried to 
claim that the Palestinians don’t even exist - a bit like Turkey’s denial of the 
existence of the Kurds who are seen only as “mountain Turks”. There is so much 
more we would have liked to say on this topic but if we keep going it’s gonna fill 
your whole zine! Just bascially this thing is not as black and white as a lot of the 
German left see it (remember for instance that the Zionists in Palestine in 1941 
approached the Nazis and offered an alliance to fight against the British to help 
Hitler achieve victory - and that during the Spanish civil war when a 
disproportionatly large number of the anti-fascist volunteers from America were 
Jewish, the zionists condemned them and tried to put obstacles in their way) and 
most importantly “Israel” does not equate with “Jewish”. Just as “Boycott Israel” 
does NOT mean “Boycott the Jews” neither do millions of Jews all around the 
world agree with the policies of ( or even some, like the group Neturei Karta, the 
existence of) Israel. If you are going to open your mouth on this subject then the 
least you can do is to learn about it properly in the first place. For any readers who 
would like to know more and for an idea of what many Jewish and Israeli 
opponents of Sharon and co have to say about all this Check: www.gush- 
shalom.org and www.couragetorefuse.org and in particular www.nimn.org as 
well as www.icahd.org (Isreali Coalition Against House Demolitions) 
www.,jewsagainsttheoccupation.org and www.wrmea.com/jews_for_justice - there 
are loads of others too if you bother to look which just goes to show that the 
policies of the Israeli rulers represent all Jewish people just about as much as 
George Bush is representative of all Americans ( so equally voicing opposition to 
those policies is NOT hatred for the Jewish people as a whole) - and for those of 
you who are open-minded enough to view the Palestinians’ side of things try 
www.electronicintifada.net and www.palestinechronicle.com . 

In closing we would like to urge all political bands touring in Germany to raise 
these issues on stage and with the folk they are talking to after gigs. We would also 
especially ask folk passing through Freiburg KTS to call the folk there on their shit 
and get them to take a long hard look at themselves and the people using their 
centre. There can be no justification for racist shit like “Fuck the Palestinians” and 
“Cool Kids Don’t Wear the Keffiyeh” - especially not under the banner of some 
kind of misguided and totally twisted “‘antifascism”. Wise up. Thanks for the space 
RTB. Fight fascism. Smash all racism - no exceptions.

New releases out on SCHANDMAUL RECORDS since 
August: the first LP of Polands great 666 mosh Punx from 
LOST is available. It’s an unclimbable wall of brutal guitar 
sounds and Agnes voice screaming like from the deepest 
place of hell. As dark as the sounds are, also the artwork is. 
There are definitely lots of efforts in this release! Also a 
new LP of IN THE SHIT from Wales is available. It is 
their second full length and bursts out into an attack from 
the very beginning till the end. 11 old school 
Hardcorepunk tracks at best and full color artwork 
showing a modern version of Subhumans “The Day The 
Country Died”. Schandmaul is working on a 
Hardcore/Punk benefit compilation for the European 
Romani people. There are about 8,5 Million Roma living 
in Europe, usually referred to as “Gypsies” which is a big 
discrimination. In many states they suffer from the same 
bad treatment like segregation in schools, high - 
unemployment rate, poverty, bad living conditions and 
health care etc. Most of these problems are combined with 
a racist attitude of the majority population. In the last years 
after the end of the communist regimes in Eastern Europe 
conditions for the Roma became even worse. Thousands of 
them were forced to escape from the war in Kosovo where 
they were attacked by NATO bombs as well as by 
Albanian and Serbian people. Right now many of them 
live as IDP (internally displaced persons) in bigger cities 
like Belgrade/Serbia in ghetto-like areas, often without any 
infrastructure like water, electricity etc. Others who 
escaped to Western Europe are confronted with deportation 
back to Kosovo where nationalist and racist attacks on 
Roma are still not unusual. Many Roma also had to flee 
from Romania, Bulgaria etc where their houses were 
attacked and burnt by the local population who in several 
cases beat Roma to death in front of the eyes or even with 
support of the police. But also in Western Europe they are 
not safe from racist attacks and discrimination by the 
governments and the people.The booklet that will come 
with this compilation will give detailed information on the 
situation of the Roma to let more people get aware of it. 
Expect some heavy fucking Hardcore/Thrash/Crust bands 
on this one!Interested in more information?

Edinburgh d-bea?'merchants Social Insecurity are just back 
from touring the’€zech Republic and have been playing 
afew home gigs too along with new outfit Afterbirth with 
whom they sharea couple of members. Also playing 
regularly in the Edinburgh area have been street-punkers 
Sad Society whose new guitarist has given them a heavier, 
more powerful sound and Finnish/Scottish/Irish/English 
international combo Miuku who recently released a split 7” 
with The Dangerfields. With their guitarist moving back to 
the USA, local HC anarchos Divide and Conquer sadly 
look to split up but there is plenty new talent here in 
Bonnie Scotland in the shape of Aberdeen thrashers Voice 
of Aggression and Dundee’s vaguely Crass-esque Eat Yer 
Greens who should be joining forces to bring out a split EP 
soon. Eat Yer Greens, who feature angry male/female 
vocals over brutally basic anarchopunk, should also be 
touring Ireland as this goes to print. Moving even further 
north it is good to report that punk is even alive and well 
on the Isle of Lewis in the Outer Hebridies where local Fat 
Wreck influenced youngsters Dragging The Lake have just 
appeared on “How Much More Black Could It Be” - the 
new compilation of underground rock from the Western 
Isles - and have been rocking the kids live at recent 
blinding gigs in Stornoway. One piece of sad news though 
is that Oi Polloi have had to cancel all gigs and tours for 
the foreseeable future after drummer Cam was recently 
involved in a serious accident. He was run over by a fully- 
loaded fork-lift truck while sunbathing in an Edinburgh 
park but, despite suffering numerous broken bones and 
being very nearly killed, the good news is that he is 
expected to make a full recovery. The band did however 
record four tracks for a new EP shortly before the accident 
and these should see the light of day early next year.

CZECH REPUBLIC 


OK, so | got asked (thanx Kilvo!) for another submission 
from the definitely unhip and odd Czech scene to new 
RTB issue. Coming from the part of the world you 
probably could not find on the map even if your miserable 
life depended upon it, I feel kind of insecure fearing like I 
am wasting the much needed space which could be used 
more efficiently for another dose of these so important DS- 
13, VITAMIN X or WHN? photos (what about 
TRAGEDY?) you are all dying to see for the 100th time 
(don’t worry, I also can’t have enough of them). I am 
afraid that this attempt to put out something like an 
alternative to all the famous US zines kind of failed (or am 
I the only one who noticed that the layout/graphics ideas - 
and this is just one aspect only - of this fine publication are 
mercilessly stolen from British-Telecom phone books?). 
But anyway, in punk rock we are somewhat used to 
champion the lost causes so here I go... Feel free to skip 
this shit. [Kilvo says “we managed to misplace Filips ad 
for RTB #9 - so his scathing scepticism is fair”] HOMO 
CONSUMENS play raw hardcore/punk in the vein of 
Italian/Scandinavian bands from 80s, they just finished 
short Czech tour w/SYTH, they put out split 7” w/VVB and 
split tape w/SYTH on Ultima Ratio, check them out. A 
band covering IMPACT, 5 BRACCIO, MOB 47 or 
WRETCHED w/100% tightness and authenticity can not 
be bad. CO-CA put out new 10” called ,,Ku prospechu 
v_ech”, a great, slab of vinyl, musically combining the best 
80s Czech punk traditions, raw rock’n’roll ala MCS5 or 
STOOGES and a classic punk style of bands like DEAD 
KENNEDYS, BLACK FLAG or SUBHUMANS 
altogether. Currently without a bass player, get the record 
now from’ Malarie Records. NESOUCAST STROJE - three 
madmen from a village near Prague playing fastcore at 
blazing speed w/great political lyrics (not the usual 
“nazis=bad, war sucks, meat is murder” cliche) just put out 
their first record - split 7” w/LYCANTHROPHY with the 
co-operation of 15 labels including even one from Turkey! 
That's the power of international co-operation! Speaking 
about LYCANTHROPHY - their side of the split includes 
bulldozing grindcore assault combined w/fastcore and 
power violence craziness not unlike UNHOLY GRAVE on 
speed... More releases planned, including discography 
tapes in Malaysia and Indonesia. Distort Brno! FESTA 
DESPERATO - new hopes of raw out of tune punk as fuck 
hardcore here in my lovely hometown. Now w/ex-MRTVA 
BUDOUCNOST bass player Marek as 2nd axeman. Great 
demo tape out, split 7” w/SICK TERROR from Brazil 
planned. Speaking about Marek he jut started Gasmask 
label, MELEE discography tape out, LEBENDEN 
TODEN/SKITKIDS split tape planned. 
MASSGENOCIDE PROCESS - the most fanatical 
members of WOLGBRIGADE and SKITSYSTEM fan 
clubs from Czech Rep. just put out split 7” 
w/DRESCHFLEGEL from Austria, they also toured 
Europe in August together w/another band from their 
region (IDIOTI NOVE DOBY = IDIOTS OF NEW AGB), 
who play hard-hitting punk/oi. Both bands are pretty good, 
MGP also appeared on some split CD in USA on Extremist 
label, IND have good tape out. MGPs drummer Bohdan 
runs Impregnate label putting something new out almost 
every 2nd day. GRIDE have finally their LP out! 
Something like 5 years of waiting and these lazy bastards 
were able to produce only 11-12 minutes of music! So it is 
one sided LP “only”, but it sounds and looks great! 
Ultrafast hardcore/grind w/great ideas, something like 
much better DISCORDANCE AXIS. Some mind-frying 
noise manipulations added by Radek Kopel of mighty 
NAPALMED. French label Chimeres put this vinyl out. 
SEE YOU IN HELL did two short tours around Czech in 
recent months, the first one w/CONFUSIONE from Italy, 
2nd one w/HOMO CONSUMENS, we also supported few 
killer bands who played in Brno or in the nearby area 
(SEVERED HEAD OF STATE, BORN DEAD ICONS, 
MIGRA VIOLENTA, TRAGEDY, WHAT HAPPENS 
NEXT?), by the way most of these shows were organized 
by us and they turned out 100% well, w/more like 100 
people in the attendance on each of them and w/ great 
vibes. Right now we work on songs for a full LP, few 
compilations w/us should also see the light of the day 
soon. LAHAR is a new fastcore sensation from south of 
Czech playing ultrafast extreme HC w/screaming vocals, 


demo out now, song(s) for 625 Euro-thrash comp. LP in 
the works (SIKA from Slovakia and SEE YOU IN HELL 
will also be taking part). 

GOSPEL OF THE FUTURE - brand new band including 
the ex-MINDLOCKs singer beating the skins and ex- 
MGPs guitar player delivering the vocals, dark and fast 
hardcore/thrash/grind in the vein of some US bands 
(maybe PHOBIA a bit?). They supported TRAGEDY here 
in Brno and in Prague as well. Full 7” planned. Hyenyzm 
Records put out SEWN SHUT/SQUASH BOWELS split 
7” and 4 way split 7” w/jazz and hardcore bands, including 
SHEEVA YOGA, GREEN BERET and also some band 
where the ex-bass player from SIEGE plays. Insane 
Society put out few tapes w/bands who recently toured 
Czech -BORN/DEAD, CONSUME, REMAINS OF THE 
DAY etc. Get the new MALIGNANT TUMOUR - Dawn 
Of A New Age LP from them, forget the old gore or 
mincecore days, nowadays they do full on crust assault 
also covering UNCURBED on this fine record. By the way 
the bands main mind Bilos is back in Czech (the record 
was recorded while he stayed in Holland and MT had 2 
Dutch band members) and the brand new incarnation of 
MT just started playing live shows. Get also their new split 
7” w/ INTUMESCENCE. 

Malarie Records put out a tape and back patch of 
TRAGEDY and also organized just recently finished Euro 
tour for them (so we were lucky to see them here in Czech 
and Slovakia 4 times!), also new LP of THEMA 11 out 
now in co-operation w/INSANE SOCIETY. Speaking 
about TRAGEDY and Malarie, their show in Bratislava 
was somewhat special as Martin (Malarie Records boss) is 
also a DJ, so he put some vinyl scratching into last 2 
TRAGEDYs songs - so all of you who missed this show 
also missed this brave attempt to combine the dark powers 
of Portlands masters and East European hip hop. Honestly, 
to me it sounded like shit, but you should definitely check 
out Martins “real” band - VYBOR VEREJNEHO BLAHA 
who sounds much, much better. Hip hop w/strong punk 
influences, split 7” w/HOMO CONSUMENS out, full LP 
planned, CO-CA and TELEFON members in the line-up’ 
and covers of REJESTRACJA and DEZERTER (two old 
Polish punk bands for those illiterate among you) mutilated 
in hip hop style. Make sure to check out the DYING 
ALIVE/LIVING DEAD comp. LP w/some of the best 
currently active Czech raw hardcore/punk bands. One year 
in the works, released in August in co-operation of 11 
Czech labels co-ordinated by me. From raw crust of 
DREAD 101, MASSGENOCIDE PROCESS and NEMA 
BARIKADA, through extreme HC of NOT, SPACE TO 
BEING and GRIDE to punk as fuck attack of INNOXIA 
CORPORA or HOMO CONSUMENS. Also included 
UNDERFIRE (like early US HC, also w/STOOGES 
cover), SYIH (raw HC/thrash), SICHERHATES YSTEM 
(reminding me BLACK FLAG “First 4 Years” era) and 
FRIENDSHIP FOREVER (positive old school HC). 100% 
unrereleased stuff, it comes also with 60 full pages thick 
booklet including extensive scene report about 
Czech(oslovakian) scene documenting the 1979-2003 
period in detail and in English. Tons of photos included as 
well. It sells out quickly, so don’t wait for too long - 
limited to 1000 copies. Try Malarie, Insane Society, Ultima 
Ratio etc. Please just note that when I talked about tapes in 
this article, it always means factory printed professionally 
recorded tapes, maybe this information is crucial for you?! 
I am also putting the 10 years anniversary issue of my zine 
called HLUBOKA ORBA - out this December (for the 
KILLED BY BRNO FEST we organize here), written in 
Czech language, but w/100% professional and punk as 
fuck in the same time looking layout + professional print, 
w/tons of photos. Interviews w/HOMO CONSUMENS, 
Matt Average, SICHERHATES YSTEM, Mike 
Thorn/MRR, Daryl Kahan (ex-CITIZENS ARREST), 
CONFUSIONE and TRAGEDY, scene reports from 
Toronto, Boston, Zaragoza and Firenze, report from my 
holidays in California (incl. the Super Sabado Fest visit), 
SYTH/GRIDE South-European tour report, extensive report 
+ photo documentation of recent gigs in Brno, columns, 
tons of reviews, etc. As I already said, written in Czech, 
but for the last fucking time I have to mention that it 
includes dozens of great unpublished photos and comes in 
professional print, so send your hard earned cash right now 
(stop, contact me first for the info about the exact price).

Here’s Holland home of the brash, outrageous and free: 


Shikari: Level Plane records has just released the CD- 
version of the 7” that came out a couple of months before. 
It comes with 30 minutes long live video material from the 
gig they did in Rotterdam with Orchid some years ago. I 
see this as a nice gesture on their behalf to all of us who 
were actually travelling to the gig with them when the van 
broke down half an hour into the journey. While the 
Shikari rockstars quickly arranged a car and rushed of to 
do their entertainment duties - us die-hard Groningen 
punks made sure the legendary ‘Cavia-van’ got home 
safely. I haven’t seen the video yet - but I expect there to 
be thank yous and praise to all of us between every song?! 
Thought so! Apparently we missed people dressing up a 
robots, an all in all crazy gig with a crowd that went wild 
and a band that blew away Orchid...oh well...we had chips 
together that night...that counts for something surely... 

For those of you who haven’t caught on to Shikari yet, 
remember the days when Bremen (Germany), produced the 
most powerful and destructive hardcore aréund? 
Remember when Canada had Uranus & Drift? Well Shikari 
sounds as if all those people moved to Grggingen (and 
why should they not? Lovely city, nice pegple). They don’t 
need dyed black hair, limited editions/artvgork or other 
nonsense to get people interested either. he rely on 
quality & passion instead. It works. 


Seein’ Red: Okay let the truth be known. We’ ve grown 
tired of these old farts and are sending them to Brazil for 
two weeks in November. They’ ve been getting even better 
than they already were in the last year or so, so it’s time 
now to give the rest of the Dutch scene some time to catch 
up. Besides, the sun will do their old bones good. In time 
for this tour, they’ ve released a CD that includes the 
biggest part of their studio recordings between 2001 and 
now. It documents the splits with Yaphet Koto, Shikari, 
Antidote, 400 Years and Human Alert as well as comp- and 
previously unreleased tracks. 


Side note: As most of you will know, all involved in 
Seein’red were in Lirm, with 2 of them also having played 
with ManLiftingBanner. Some weeks ago two awesome 
Brazilian bands, Discarga and I Shot Cyrus, played in 
Holland and did covers of said bands. They asked Olav 
(SR) to play drums for the MLB one, then he stayed on 
stage for the Lirm song, which Jos (SR) joined him for on 
bass...not be outdone, Paul (SR) then jumped on stage to 
do vocals for it as well. Needless to say the Brazilian kids 
loved it. Basically, we’re all convinced the Brazilian tour 
will be in fact one long line of cover gigs and have advised 
them to start practicing their old classics instead. ;) 


Kriegstanz: besides their continued involvement in their 
other bands (Cathode, Seein’Red & The Barnhouse Effect), 
they’ve managed to get the 10” ready to be pressed. For 
those of you who haven’t seen or heard this amazing band; 
imagine passionate angry d-beat hardcore punk played 
with two bassists, awesome drumming and 3 people 
screaming their hearts out. They’ ve played a couple more 
very well received gigs the last couple of months, one of 
which with 9 Shocks Terror. I’ve heard rumors that Felix 
von Havoc was so impressed, he suggested releasing their 
record, but was kindly thanked because they’d rather 
release it with close friends. Class. How many people 
would turn down an offer from such a great label? Nice to 
see the DIY spirit is still very much alive. With the artwork 
now finished, the 10” should be off to the pressing plant 
any day now, and be out in the next couple of weeks. It'll 
be released by Opiate with the kind help of Wasted Youth 
Power records. Future Kriegstanz projects are also already 
planned but more about those later...we don’t want to give 
it all away immediately, do we know? 


The Last Mile: the recordings are definitely going to be 
released on a 7” now. Sabotage records is no longer 
involved, but Richard of UPS has taken his place and will 


join Opiate & Graanrepubliek in releasing this. Another 
fine example of the collaborative & cooperative spirit very 
much alive in the Dutch punk scene at the moment in my 
opinion. The record should be out in the next two months 
or so. Expect some amazing, ‘Bremen’ inspired, heavy 
crust based hardcore punk. 

Los Asesinos De La Superficialidad: They recorded a few 
months ago and have now put two of those songs online. 
They’re currently deciding on a format and looking for a 
label interested in helping them out with releasing this. 
This is one of the best European bands around at the 
moment in my humble opinion and anyone even remotely 
interested in Assfactor 4, Econochrist or any of the bands 
Mike Kirsch has been in, will want to check this out. Have

Humus: This young fast crust band, consisting of members 
of Betercore, will be releasing a split 7’ on the Wasted 
Youth Power label in the near future. The flip side will be 
have some of the Lirm covers Seein’Red recorded with 
Roy of BSE/AII Tensed Up on vocals some months ago! 
Betercore: I can’t remember whether I told all of you this 
before, but Billi ‘Boycot’ left the band. Sanne took his 
place, so expect some amazing female vocals. They 
already did a Scandinavian tour in this new line-up and I 
understood that went very well. Billi is focusing on Olho 
De Gato at the moment and spending some well deserved 
time with his wife & kids...oh you settled old punks... 
Mihoen: They’re currently recording at the moment for a 
format that is, of yet, unknown to me....how’s that for 
keepin up suspense....? 


Cathode: This band is one of our best kept secrets. 
Awesome crust based hardcore punk with influences from 
Gehenna & H.H.LG. by people who’ re also involved in 
The Barnhouse Effect & Kriegstanz. Their last LP got rave 
reviews in this zine & the likes of MRR and if they’d been 
from the US, they’d have been ‘huge’ by now. In the next 
couple of months they’ll be releasing a new LP and a split 
7” with Sick Terror from Brazil so don’t be an idiot and 
pick those up when you see them...okay? Okay! 

Histeria: the great unknown to me. This features members 
of Container Crusties From Hell, Seminal & Chaotic 
Grinder and an old female friend of mine on vocals. I’ve 
yet to hear this, but reliable sources tell me this is 
awesome crust punk that we’ll hear more about soon... If 
any of the band members reads this. Send a something, a 
live tape, a practise recording, anything....! 

Radio Bikini: I finally saw them some ck ago and was 
extremely pleasantly surprised. Consisting of ex-members 


of Feeding The Fire & ASO, they play great fast crustpunk. 


They’ ll release a split with the equally amazing 
Makiladoras soon! 


Kerstival: the annual Kerstival fest gets bigger and bigger 


every year it seems. It takes place on the 20th of December 


this time, as always in Alkmaar. Bands playing are: Man 
Made Filth, Antidote, Olho De Gato, Cathode, Kriegstanz, 
Dead Stop, The Now Denial & Martyrdéd. Then there’s 
the equally traditional afterparty in the Raad squat which 
has Seein’Red & Visions Of War already confirmed so far! 
Internet: one site that just needs to be mentioned is 
www.bacteria.nl It has bucket loads of information, with a 
special focus on the Groningen punk scene through the 
years. It features, among many other things, a massive 
download section which basically let’s you listen to nearly 
every punk band that ever existed in that area.

From the Americas to Australia, Brazil to Britain, Carmach to 
Croatia, India to Italy resistance to gmetic engineering has 
been massive and militant. The tactics used are the tactics of 
the rebellious throughout history — the sabotaging of the 
technology itself e.g. crop trashing, machinery destruction, 
ars, blockading transportation, street demmstratios, and 
the harassment of those that omtrol the techmology, it 
through hare visits, phone calls, emails, or disruptim aud 
occupation of corporate of fices. 


The first ever autdoor genetic crop test wes in Califomia in 
1987. all two thousand plants were destroyed by Earth First!

They 
may offer clear labels awd aomservatim grants as tokm 
gestures. This will, indeed pacify the many who oppose GY 
because of conservatism. But we have not risen up to risk our 
liberty because we think genetically modifiied food does not 
taste nice, or from a god fearing notim of Frenkenstein s 
Food affecting cur health. This is not a matter of omsumer 
choice for the privileged First Wadd. The biotech industry, tte 
state and the resisting new luddites know that the reality is far 
more sinister than consumer concerns. 

The campaign against genetic engineering in Furcoe is the 
greatest block to global eamoamic liberalisatim in existence 
[US treasury to Senate 1999] 


Whilst mass demmstrations against globalisatim or the 
meetings of world leaders are worthwhile things to do, they 
db not attack the system at its core.

But I guess that is common among police everywhere, and a 
French police officer told me that we were lucky not to have been strip-searched. There are 
many kinds of police, each with a strict hierarchy from the bottom to the top. We dealt with 
the police of “foreign affairs” first. Then with the “entry/exit police”. The main charge was 
for not having registered at the local police bureau, as we were sleeping in our friends’ house. 
The political police also engaged on a two day investigation as it was written “No war 
Against Iraq’ on our tour poster, whose authors will remain unknown.. They looked 
randomly in Laurent’s twelve hours of video, searching for evidences of a nonconformist 
political thinking. But they did not find anything. They erased parts of the video where police 
officers or offices could be seen. The way we’ ve been sentenced to leave China was weird. 
We did not see any law about Laat for play certs and we had not been able to 
contact our embassies ; ‘ot an ambassador on the phofie, he told «

Kunmintang government building. On the way back to the hotel the bus broke down and we had to wait an 
hour for another one. Finally made it back to the Shaping Ba (shopping bar?) Square and saw an incredible 

and indescribable water and laser light show about cellular phones, portable computers and other random 
“business” stuff - really weird propaganda for a “communist” country. Got some booze and snacks and went 
up to the roof of the hotel to celebrate Cedric’s birthday and departure. 


15/04 - Said good-bye to Cedric, went to the train station and waited for our train. People gathered around to 
look at my tattoo’s and laugh. Rode in the “hard sleepers” and saw the very beautiful countryside and the 


Yangze. 


16/04 - Arrived in Wuhan in the moming, followed the stampede of people out of the station and took a bus 
to Mai Dian and Zhu Ning’s apartment. Nice looking city on the Yangze; with very dry, hot, and not too 
polluted air. Met Mai Dian and Pei Zhi and went out for lunch, and to an internet cafe to check email. 
Received thedatest SARS paranoia news and found out that Marylise’s boss and our roommates in Slovenia 
didn’ vWant'us to. come home because they*were afraid we'd inféct them with SARS. Mai Dian and Pei Zhi 
toOK us On amice tour around town Gnd theri'to ““Veodoo Man’s” house to hang out. Everyone calls him 
“Voodoo Man” because he spends all/his time chétking his and other people’s horoscope on the computer. 
“Voodoo,Man’s” parents caine Home,.and “W6ed6o Father” cooked food and we ate a big meal together. 
Tatirent arid “Voodoo Father” drank a tot ofi Baijiu and Pijiu and became very drunk, and ‘““Voodoo Father” 
was very happy to find suéh’a good drinking partner. Laurent broke a bottle and vomited iin the toilet, then we 
said good-bye to “Voodoo Man” and *Veodgo Parents”’ and took a taxi home. 


19404 - Spent the day relaxing and doing nothing. | still felt a bitick and vas having some trouble breathing 
so Mai Dian and I bought somelanti-SARS masks and went to the hospital again to check my blood and take 
a chest x-ray. Again, nothing serious wrong with me, othémthan the fact that I am a severe hypéchondriac. 


18/04 — Laurent and Mai Dian went to town, and Marylise and I went.eut for linéh with Zhy Ning. When we 
got ‘to the restaurant Zhu.Ning got a phone call from the club, tellingus'to come ifmediately, and bring our 
papers. We went home, got our stuff,and took a taxi to the club. The police were;Waitingifor'tis there, and had 
just finished eating: One of them had a.T-shirt with “No Problem’? written on it: They’asked us,about our tour 
poster, which had “No War Against [raq’’,ywritten in bigyletférs on it (You need a permit teyspread “political 
propaganda” in China), and what we were doinigin China.They took our namiés»,warned us thatywe need to 
register with thé!police ifwe' stay in people’s:-houses, and left. We were relievéd and, went to the internet cafe 
for our dose of SARS paranoia,anthsuch. Meanwhile, our “teport”, which’had originally céme from the 
“education bureau’; (they had fottnd ountoumposter in the university).had gone all the way up to the top 
_ governmental education and police bureau. So, eventually the police, came, batk, and took us to the “Exit- 
Entry PSB” police station. They fed us, and then interrogated us for many hours -.Laurent and | in one room 
with Mai Dian translating eyerythingy and Marlise in the other with the’police chief (who could speak 
Eaglish). We spend about sevemhours in all at the police station, then they drove us’back te’the club to get our 
stuff, and then*to the apartment to get Laurent’s video cassettes and drop us off. 


_ 19/04 - Woke up and went straight to the police station for our meeting with the police chief at 9am. We 
waited for a long time downstairs'in, the lobby, then upstairs in the office, with many promises of getting news 
Of our case “soon”, and “before NOon’’, They, checked Laurent’s video cassettes, and fed us lunch. Finally, 
around 2 or 3pm, they were able to contact’their supériors for news, and they gave Us the verdict. Since we 
broke two laws (not registering with the poli¢e/and playing concerts without proper. permission), we were 
fined 500 yuan (about 60 Etros) per person, and they canceled our visas and gave us new Visas for only ten 
more days, After a lot of confusion about signatures, papers, legality. money, calling embassies, and some 
long hard discussion, with Zhu Ning’s girlfriend (@ police officer who had come to help us make sure 
everything was correct), a French translator, and some more.¢alls.to their supétiors - 4hey-decided that we 
would have to leayé.instendays (a week early), pay thé finebut We wouldn’tyhave to pay for the new visas, 
and we would be alldyed:to come back to China in the future. We argued, talked, called the French consulate 
again for advice, and,finally agreed to sign the papers and paysthe fines. We wee then allowed'to,leave, but 
Laurent had to leave three of his video cassettés for further inspection:’Went hofne, and ‘then to the Internet 
cafe Where Marylisérec@ived news that her job in Slovenia was Canceled and that we.would have to leave our 
houise as soon as We got home. 


20/04 - Took the train to. Changsha aindariet Xiao Wu and/Xiao Ao at the trainstation=The gigin Changsha 
should have been the night before (many people showed up), britthe organizers were able to move it to the 
next day. Ate and waited for the “Glamor »cliab to open. The Other barids soundehecked forever, because the 
mixing desk and soundman were in the backstage, so someone had to keep running from in front of the stage 
to the back stage to tell them what they had to turn up or down. We were a little worried about playing an 
| _. illegal concert and getting caught by the police again, but our ¢oach,Mai Diaii afd the bar owner assured us 
j _that it, would be fine. Inthe other part of the club a sexy African karaoke*bar-opened anda crazy stage show 
| Started on the catwalk. The punk show started and the local bands, all with rotating,mémbersj started rocking.

21/04 - Spent the whole day relaxing and doing nothing in particular. The policé brovght back our video 
cassettes. 


22/04 - Made-some phone calls, changed our flight dates, and went out for food and shopping. 


23/04 2 Ate at the university cafeteria, then went down town fotanore Shopping and sightseeing. Saw the very 
interestingriver area and the plait market, and took a boat, across the Yangze to get back to,the apartment. 


_ 24/04 - Crossed the-tiver on-boatagain and went down town to get money, and do Some,more shopping. 
_ Went to a practiceroom and instrument shop‘to check it Out and.arrange.a concert there for the next day. Saw 
“Voodoo Man's” band practice and invited them to eat with us, but they had an argumerit and went home. 
25/04 - Hung around and relaxed until it,Was time to 80 to the practice. room. Waited until about twenty or 
thirty people showed up, including ‘Voodoo Mari” whdWas brodight a distortion pedal for me. Played all our 
songs with many mistakes forthe small and intimate crowd. Went out for food with everyone, then back to 
the apartment to.d6 an intérview for Mai Dian, and to interview SDL. 


26/04 - Went to the train station and said a very sad goéd-bye to Mai Dian,and’Zhu Ning. Caught our train to 
Beijing, whichwas strangely totally, empty except for thrée other péople. Arrived in Beijing/atnight and were 
shocked to find nobody in the station or in the.streetS..Everyone was staying.at’H6mié.to avoid, getting infected 
with SARS. Went to the hostel and felt sick and.tired sod.aurent and I went to sleep. Marylise went to get our 
plane tickets from Lorraine ahd say goodébyé, and On.the way back to the hostel a guy showed her his cock. 


27/04 - Got up early and caught a taxi to the aigport. Checked in, said good-bye to Laurent, and went through 
customs without any problems before getting on'the plane to Paris. Waited to meet Laurent in Paris, and when 
he didn’t arrive we were worried that he was in quafantine. Tamed out that he was beifig field in Zurich 
because he played with’a life-presetver on.the-plane, Caught our flight to Ljubljana. Arfived, totally 
| ~ exbaustedy went through customs and found out that our luggage had beef lost. Marylisé’s boss was waiting

JAKOB: ‘The house was given to the squatter movement in ’82. In 
the early ‘80s ad late '70s there wes a really stro ccretter 
movement and loads of people: Demonstrations would attract 2000 
pegole at times and there had bem a Jot of fighting, a lot of really 
serious fighting, with the police and the City Comncil decided that 
when a few squatters moved into this house in ‘82, "ch, we're going 
to give this house to the squatter movement so they can have their 
own self-govemed, activist house for all their activities" and yesh, 
of course they’ve been regretting ever since. The Mayor later, after 
he hed retired, said that he aly had two regrets from his political 
career, one was taking away the trams from the City and the other 
was giving the house to the squatters so of course they’ve bem 
trying to take it back ever since so yeah, from ’82 and forward, the 
house has been, run by activists as a squat. Bverything’s bem 
D.I.Y. adI con't. really get into stuff until I started girg thee 
yesh, the “80s, you'll have to find somebody else (laughter).

She bought the house 
and of course people found. out that this comany wes a fake and this 
campany was declared bankrupt so she had to; there were only two offes 
for the house, ate right-wing Christian cult or this sect called ’The House 
Of the Father’. They wanted to buy the house but the City Council didn’t 
feel like selling to them because they were even more radical than us! So 
they sold the house to the lawyer and she was like "Yeah, I’m going to 
keep the hare. as it is. The young people need a place" and blah, blah, 
blah. Of course she was declared bankrupt and had to sell the house and 
can you guess.who she sold the house to? The Christian’s of course. It 
looked alot like ‘a set-up and I’m sure it was a plan from scmevhere 
RIB: YEAH, FROM UP ABOVE! - (laxhter) 

JAKOB: so the day they took over the house they served us with an 
eviction note which was totally incorrect when it cares to the legal tens 
and they dregged us. to the first step in the court.

JAKOB: There’s sare of the serious circus groups using the big hall 
with all their trapeze hanging from the roof or the ceiling add I guess 
they’re 7/8 metres high or even further. I an are there is otter stuff 
going on there.

RTB: SO HOW’S THE PLACE FINANCIALLY THOUGH? IS IT JUST

contract the City Council said they could pay for rent ad weter ad 
gas and stuff like that. When the Christian’s bought the house, they 
took over all those resomsibilities amd inmediately they tumed of f tre 
electwicity but they still pay the rent o (RTB: THE MORTGAGE), 
yeah, but we still have to pay for our om electricity which ads up to 
quite a lot for a house that size but everybody using the rebeersal 
roams cn the fourth floor, they pay like £5 a mmth per persm to cover 
sare of the electricity they use but coming dow to the second floor 
there is the big hall and there is the storage roms ad there is a room 
with all the jugglers and artists qoace ad peqple and stuff to soe. 
Then there is the bar and the aval] vette rom «=m the first floor ad 
of course the bar is where we eam all the mmey or were the cash 
flow cores in. It is also activists nn. There is no body who gets paid 
for doing stuff there. We try to keep the entrance amd the beer as 
cheap as possible and everything so it should ke &m altemative for all 
the pegple who can’t afford to go to all the trey placss in town add 
cammercial venues. Nommally we put o touring bands and we make 
door deals with them. They can have as much as we can af ford to pay 
them and everything we make goes into the house, the daily use of 
the house, and the renovating. 


RTB: EVERYTHING IS VOLUNTEER RUN? 

JAKOB: Yeah, everything. In the basement there is a kitchm. We 
have a soup kitchen once a week and there’s a cinema once a week. 
T think it used to be in the basement but I think its moved to the ber 
these days. There's the info shop, which is also D.I.Y., wluntecr, 
activist run, bookstore, record store, aom five days a week. I an gure 
I am forgetting all kinds of stuff! (lanhter) Around 50 people use the 
house cn a daily basis, at least. For shows, it deoends m wat sort of 
show, we're allocated 500 people in the house for the bigger shows in 
the big hall. Of corse we put m a Jot of solicerity ad berefits for 
other grassroots organisations 


RTB: YEAH, I MEAN DO OTHER POLITICAL GROUPS USE THE 
PLACE AS WELL WHO MAYBE DON’T HAVE ANARCHIST 
VALUES? 

JAKOB: Yeah, actially, also people come here who have socialist 
values. Every decision in the house is based m amarchist values of 
what concems the house but of course the house omsists of a lot of 


Gfferent collectives. i Monday, there is the house meeting. The 
house meeting is like the mly authority in the house so of course Mm 
a Gily besis all the different collectives or groups neke their on 
decisis but if its sarething bigger conceming more people it goes 
through the meeting and everybody can have a say amd its just a

13/08/2003 (EUGY — club) 

Spanish date, a few kilametres from the

I ty tom it 
but I only manage to bum my hands. Hindsight I can say that I ve 
been lucky to save my life (and Davide s. He was sleeping as well 
insice the tent). Two more minutes and we would have been set on 
Fire. But at the moment I min despair. We are not even half wey 
through the tour and I m left with a pair of stoss, a pair of sorts ad a 
t-shirt, everything else (which was just about half of my scanty 
wardrobe) is gone. I goed a terrible night, also because I feel bed 
towards the girl that lives there (ge is rightly pissed of f with us for 
having left a candle outside the tent having risked the police arriving), 
but the moming after we sort it out and make peace amd also manage 
to take same pictures, though Im still not in a very cood mood. 


16/08/2003 (ALKMAAR — PARKHOF) 

The jommey to Holland is less heavy than what we expected. We dmt 
talk much because we don t feel like it after what s happened. We cet 
there in the evening, the FPO have played already a it s the Fight for 
Change tum, a fairly good sxe portuguese band. While we wait for ar 
tum, I camot help noticing that ve are in a place were all the mest 
famous hardcore/punk groups have played. Fram Gorilla Biscuits to Sick 
C£ Tr All, from Nf to Negazione..: I spend ne hour looking at all the 
playbills hang on the walls. In the meantime it becomes cur tum. ‘his is 
probably the best date of the whole tour. Im 
in the right mood: I m completely 
pissed of f ad I feel like aakirg 
everything.

I prefer tellirg you abot 
what I learned fram the Macedonians about the punk scene 
1 the country they live in. 
About two million people live in Macedmia, a comtry referred 
Shs when you ask people in Greece. Skopje is the 
sPRSULLE bat the majority of people in Greece donst 
name Republic of Macedonia because they believe 
l dmia is an area in the North of Greece. Another small part in 
the mosaic of problems comected with the end of Jugoslavia. In 
cf ficial politics of the European and other goverrments Macedonia is 
called FYROM (Former Yugoslav Reoublic of Macedmia). In 
Macedmia it is quite dif fiailt to organise gigs, the whole diy scere is 
in develoament. The older generation of Punx is more into drinking 
and hanging out in public places, activism 
is not what they seem to enjoy.The few 
gigs that are happening usually take 
place during the week in sare public 
bars. In the last mnths for eenmple 
SEVERED HEAD OF STATE and 
ENDSTAND rocked the kids there. 
Finding gig places for the weekend is 
even more difficult because the owners 
of the bars are more interested in 
making good business than supporting a 
bunch of crazy kids playing sare noise. 
So the weekends are always reserved 
for the better paying pegple. Another 
place in Skopje is an art callery were 
sometimes bands can play. The financial 
thing is a big problem. In many cases 
people who organise the shows also have to 
pay for it because expenses are higher than what cares hack from 
the pegole going to see the bands. This problem is of course aromd 
in many places in different countries. But the high unemployment 
rate of more than 30% and the lack of a social welfare system in 
Macedonia make it a special case. How to pay a band and P.A. ad 
food etc when you have a job where you get about 150 Euro per 
month? The scene in Macedonia is developing again since the 
middle of the nineties. People put aout zines, start new bands amd 
also arganise sare political activities like anti war actims or 
protests against circus, critical mass with about 200 people etc. 
Same people started translating basic anarchist texts because those 
were not available before. Sare cities where gigs are happening or 
people are active in other ways are Skopje, Prileo and Kumanowo. If 
you ever think about going to Macedonia (maybe you wanna play 
ith your band?!) you should contact Vasko who is a very nice 
™ and for sure he will give you nore informatio and help you 
local scene!
